The six steel tanks shown above are used to 
store raw materials including silica sand, lime- 
stone, soda ash, fluorspar and cullet at the Glass 
Containers, Inc., plant at Antioch, California. 
They are 24 ft. in diam. by 28 ft. 6 in. high 
and hold 8,370 cu. ft. each. They have conical 
roofs, ellipsoidal bottoms and are supported on 
cylindrical columns. Three of the tanks are 
equipped with partitions, since the quantities of 
certain raw materials used are not large enough 
to warrant the use of an entire tank. 

A vertical bucket-type elevator conveys the 
raw materials from the unloading platform to 
a shuttle-type conveyor over the tanks and fills 


them from the top. An automatic scale is 
located beneath each tank. The contents of the 
tanks flow through automatic gates on to the 
scales and are discharged to a conveyor belt 
which moves them to a skip hoist. The hoist 
elevates the material to a mixer on the fifth 
floor of the batch house (the tall structure 
shown at the right in the above view).

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THE CONSTRUCTION WEEK 





TOUGH DIVERSION—Army engineers will ad- 
vertise for bids June 6 on what promises to be the 
toughest river diversion in U.S. construction his- 
tory—raising the Columbia River 17 ft. and turn- 
ing it through spillway sections now being built 
as part of Stage 1 work on McNary Lock and Dam 
(ENR Sept. 30,1948,p.56). Complicating factors 
are the high flow (average 190,000 cfs.) and a 
deep channel that makes driving of steel sheetpil- 
ing almost impossible in the 240-ft. closure section. 


PRIMING NEEDED?—If national unemployment 
mounts to 4,500,000, there may be a need for 
pump-priming again through federal projects— 
so goes the talk in Washington. Government agen- 
cies counted 3,016,000 unemployed in April, 
figured the total would be higher in the fall if for 
no other reason than that new workers are coming 
into the market faster than new jobs are opening 
up. A demonstration of how far thinking has 
swung—from tilts at inflation to the present tone 
—even the old PWA pops up in talk again as a 
prime priming device. 


PIPELINE FINANCING—The Federal Power 
Commission is pushing for competitive bidding on 
securities to finance construction of natural gas 
pipelines. FPC legal staffs are now working on 
legislation that would give them power to pass on 
financing at the same time that they OK construc- 
tion of a new line. 


ORE FROM AFRICA—Aiming at a goal of 1,000,- 
000 tons of ore annually, Liberia has just received 
a $4,000,000 Export-Import Bank loan, to finance 
construction of a 45-mi. railroad into the Bomi 
Hills, and handling and storage facilities at Mon- 
rovia. The Ex-Im loan ties in with a $3,000,000 
investment program of Republic Steel Co. to de- 
velop Liberian ore production from deposits esti- 
mated at more than 20,000,000 tons of 65-percent 
ore. 


STILL IN THE FIGHT—Recent action of the Fed- 
eral Power Commission, denying the Secretary of 
the Interior’s petition to intervene in the Roanoke 
River proceeding (ENR April 21, p.9), did not 
affect the secretary’s right to present evidence, file 
briefs, or take part in oral arguments. Controversy 
centers on an application of Virginia Electric 
Power Co., which wants to build a dam, power- 
house and reservoir near Roanoke Rapids, N. C. 
The Interior Department opposes the application

on the ground that the Flood Control Act of 1944 
approved an Army-engineer dam at the site as 
part of a general development program. 


TURNABOUT—While the U. S. government took 
exception to private development of power re- 
sources on a stream in North Carolina (see above), 
private interests in California took exception to 
government work. The Fresno Irrigation District, 
and the Pacific Gas and Electric Co. prepared to 
make their arguments in Washington July 21 
against plans of the Bureau of Reclamation for 
development of power on Kings River. FPC six 
months ago decided that U. 8S. development of the 
river (part of an over-all central valley develop- 
ment) would “best serve the public interest.” 
PG&E, and the Fresno district, both of whom 
want to develop power from Kings River say they 
can do it better. 


COUNTERPARTS WORKING—Release of coun- 
terpart funds (amounts equivalent to ECA dollar 
grants, supplied by local consumers in payment for 
goods their governments have bought) to Italy 
and Austria will finance additional construction 
work in the two countries. ECA last week released 
$2,000,000 in Italian counterpart funds for six land 
reclamation projects in Sicily; and about $30,000,- 
000 in Austrian funds for work in the railway, elec- 
tric power, mining and other industrial fields. 


CEMENT MILL EXPORTS—Chances for im- 
provement in the supply of cement for U. S. users 
may be seen in the exports of cement-making ma- 
chinery. Allis-Chalmers is currently experiencing 
a small boom in exports to Europe and North 
Africa. Conceivably, this could mean that foreign 
countries will soon be able to take care of their own 
requirements, thus reducing their need for U. S.- 
made cement. 


CITY HOLDS N. Y. PIERS?—Although the Port 
of New York Authority has submitted a new pro- 
posal to New York City for rehabilitating the 
city’s piers, it is not expected that it will be 
accepted. The city is not yet ready to relinquish 
the political advantages stemming from control 
of the piers; the Port Authority will have no part 
of a scheme that retains any political reservations. 
It is probable that the Port Authority’s new plan, 
which differs from the earlier one in that the 
produce market has been omitted, will be filed and 
forgotten.

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Eyes on Construction 


\s ALWAYS HAPPENS when clouds appear on the business 
horizon, all eves turn to the construction industry. ‘To- 
day that scrutiny is being repaid by an optimistic pic- 
ture. ‘Vhere are a few blurred spots around the edges, 
but they do not obscure the fact that a high rate of 
activity is being maintained. 

lor the first five months, Engineering News-Record 
has reported engineering construction of a little over 
$3 billion, up 17 percent over last year. Only two 
types of work register losses—waterworks and highways 

and the pressure for these facilities is so great as to 
lend hope that they will pick up before the end of the 
vear. Even if other types of construction fall off— 
industrial buildings for example—the 10 percent gain 
for the year, predicted several months ago, is still in 
prospect. 


Bids for Engineering Work 


BipDING FOR ENGINEERING WORK is in .the news again. 
Indianapolis has asked: a number of engineering firms 
to submit sealed proposals on the engineering work 
required to prepare detailed maps, drawings, specifica- 
tions and cost estimates for main sewers and storm- 
relief sewers in that city (ENR, May 19, p. 12). The 
work to be done is set forth in considerable detail in 
the call for proposals, which is also noteworthy for its 
requirement that proposals must be accompanied by 
evidence of the experience of the bidder and by a state- 
ment that he has the staff and facilities to handle the 
work expeditiously. 

In conformity with long established practice the 
executive secretary of the ASCE has sent a formal pro- 
test to the Board of Public Works. ‘That has been 
acknowledged by the board’s executive secretary who 
states that the board invited bids by this method for 
the purpose of serving notice on all interested engincer- 
ing firms that it desired to secure the stated services by 
contract. He added that the citv intends to award the 
contract “to qualified engineers only, and the firm or 
firms submitting the lowest bids may not necessarily 
receive the award.” 

If usual precedent prevails, one or more engineers 
will submit proposals; no charges will be filed against 
them for thus violating the existing code of ethics; the 
incident will be forgotten. ‘Then when some other 
agency calls for bids on another engineering job, the 
whole process will be repeated. It is unrealistic, and 
it is ineffective in maintaining good professional 
standards. 

Competitive bidding for professional services has its 
unfavorable aspects, without question. ‘They are partic- 
ularly glaring if the proposals are submitted to a 
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public agency that is primarily interested in price, and 
does not appreciate the importance of engineering 
ability and integrity in a professional service contract. 
But the alternate to submission of sealed proposals— 
the present system of competitive solicitation—also has 
its disadvantages. And if unscrupulous engineers or 
public officials participate, the opportunities for bad 
practices, such as shopping for bids, appear greater. 

Under the circumstances, it would seem to be far 
better for the ASCE and the state societies of pro- 
fessional engineers to adopt a positive attitude toward 
this issue by setting up an approved system for com- 
petitive proposals that will minimize the probability of 
selection being made on the basis of price alone. With 
that protection, engineers could bid safely. Or they 
could refrain from bidding if the contract-seeking 
agency sought to sidestep the rules. The important 
requirement is for a code of practice that can elicit the 
support of engineers, which present codes, in some 
important respects, do not. 


Highway Detours 


TEMPORARY BY-PASS routes, or detours, are necessary 
expedients in highway construction. Yet all too often 
they create unnecessary confusion and annoyance to 
the motorist because of gross inattention to basic 
requirements for handling traffic. 

Makeshift compromises in either the selection of 
the detour route, or in its construction, maintenance 
or marking cannot be excused on the ground that it is 
only a temporary facilitv. While in service, it is just 
as important as the highwav project it by-passes—and 
even more so from the standpoint of good public rela 
tions. Moreover, anvthing that adds to the confusion 
of the motorist decreases safetv. Precautions should be 
taken to warn traffic of the beginning of a detour—by 
large signs or preferably by a red stop-and-go traffic 
signal. The temporary route-markings should be fre 
quent, large and foolproof, since any motorist is in 
strange countrv when he is on a detour, And common 
courtesy dictates the use of a prominent “end-of-detour” 
sign. 

It should be needless to point out the necessity for 
constructing a detour with sufficient base strength and 
proper surface finish to carry trafic loads during the 
short-term of its operation. But too many poorly con 
structed detours go to pieces shortly after being opened 
to trafic, with one of two results—excessive mainte 
nance costs, or increased public wrath at having to use 
such a poor route. 

Motorists are entitled to a maximum of safety and 
a minimum of inconvenience by better-built, better- 
maintained and better-marked detours.

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Congressional Leaders Eye 
July 31 Adjournment Date 


“Must” legislation whittled to few big bills—Rest will wait 
for next session—Money is the baffling problem as Con- 
gress juggles Army and Interior works appropriations

Sen. Scott Lucas walked out of the 
White House last week and an 
nounced that Congress would trv to 
idjourn July 31—sine die. Interpret 
ing the Latin phrase; it means that the 
law-makers don’t want to set a date to 
come back to Washington this vear. 
Thev would like to wait for the second 
session of the Slst Congress to bring 
them together next Januarv—or Icave 
it up to the President to call a special 
session in the Fall. 

Speaker Sam Rayburn of the House, 
ifter a similar presidential conference, 
agreed that Congress might finish 
“must” business by the end of July. 
Getting their statements together later, 
both leaders said Congress would stay 
on into August to pass mandatory 
legislation. 

In the present uncertain state of the 
world and the domestic economy, a 
six-month lay-off by Congress is hardly 
possible. If the legislators should ad- 
journ sine dic, President Truman al 
most certainly would call them back 
to Washington in October or Novem- 
ber. 


“Miust’’-list is small 


The “must” list has been close- 
cropped—a clear indication that the 
President has modified his demands, at 
least for the present session. Appro- 
priation bills, the North Atlantic Pact 
and reciprocal trade extension must be 
approved before Congress leaves town. 
A Taft-Hartlev substitute also may go 
through. Almost a certaintv is the 
public housing-slum clearance bill; it 
ought to pass in June. The rest of the 
big measures will have to wait until 
the next session. 

If congressional leaders make their 
plans stick, many major bills affecting 
the future of enginecring-construction 
will end up on the waiting list in July. 
Among them vou are likely to find: 

The Columbia and Missouri valley 


iuthoritv; federal aid to farm roads; 
the National Science Foundation, and 
others. 

But several important measures have 
a better than even chance of passage 
before Mid-Summer. Authority for 
government reorganization may be 
granted, to let the President put some 
of the Hoover Commission proposals 
into effect—subject to congressional 
veto. A basing point moratorium may 
be enacted, to allow manufacturers of 
heavy products—like cement and steel 

a two-vear breather on delivered 
pricing. 


Appropriation bills causes dilemma 


Money is the problem that baffles 
Congress today. ‘The dilemma shows 
up in disagreements on the appropria 
tion bills. Outgo already is running 
ahead of income. The head of the 


congressional fiscal staff estimates a 
$3-billion deficit for fiscal "50—based 
on the optimistic gucss that revenues 
will come within $1-billion of this 
year’s. 

Congress cannot round up the votes 
for any real slash of appropriations. 
hat fact shows up in the progress of 
the Interior and Army civil functions 
measures. After the House had 
chopped 15 percent off budget figures 
for construction in the Interior bill, 
the Senate Appropriations Committee 
put them back. This committee had 
not vet reported the bill at the end of 
last week. 

In the same way, the Senate added 
to the Army civil works measure a good 
part of the money that the House had 
tricd to save by paring construction 
funds 15 percent. This bill at the 
end of the weck was destined te go to 
House-Senate conference to work out 
an agreement. 

Even though revenues are trending 
downward, Congress caunot see wis- 
dom in granting Truman’s request for 
higher taxes. He has not backed down 
on his call for $4-billion more in tax 
intake. Heavier imposts, Congress 
knows, would leave less for business 
to spend, just as a cut in appropria- 
tions would reduce government buy- 
ing. 





Canada, U.S. Plan Big Stream Clean Up 


A $98,000,000 expenditure must be 
made by U. S. and Canadian munici- 
palitics and industries to clear up 
pollution in boundary waters between 
the two countrics. 

The heavy expenditure, which 
would cover only the section of the 
boundary waters including the area 
between Port Huron, Mich. and 
Toledo, Ohio, was recommended by 
the International Joint Commission in 
an interim report submitted to the 
governments of the United States and 
the Dominion of Canada. 

Studies were started more than two 
vears ago and a memorandum to the 
commission from the two countries for 
a survey of pollution conditions and 
recommendations for remedying them. 
The commission report makes it clear 
that the figures are tentative, pending 
completion of the assembly of the 
vast amount of data gathered. 

In detail the commission recom- 
mends tentatively that municipalities 
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on the U. S. side spend $68,000,000 
and on the Canadian side $14,000,000 
for remedial measures. U. S. indus- 
tries will need to spend $13,000,000 
ind Canadian industries $3,000,000 
in addition. 

In other sections of its report, the 
commission recommended that it be 
empowered to formulate a water pol- 
lution abatement program for the 
St. Marys River area and Lake Huron 
to Lake Erie waters in consultation 
with federal, state, provincial. and 
municipal authorities. 

Noting that many municipalities in 
the area are unable to go ahead with 
plans because of financing difficulties, 
the commission suggests that definite 
plans be formulated for such financing 
work. The commission would super- 
vise through a board the formation of 
plans and the general application of 
inv rules for abatement. Such a board 
would offer technical services fur 
nished by the two governments.

Atom Research Facilities—Atomic 
Energy Commission has announced a 
$19,000,000 construction and im- 
provement program for Oak Ridge, 
Lenn. About $10,500,000 will be for 
new research facilities and about $4,- 
200,000 for renovation of existing 
ones. ‘The remainder will be for yard 
work and service facilities. ‘The pro- 
gram will cover two and one-half years, 
involving construction of 205,000 sq. 
ft. of new buildings, renovation of 15 
structures, and improvement and ex- 
tension of existing roads and utilities. 


International Airport—-Another pre- 
paratory step for Derrorr Interna 
tional Airport has been taken; the De- 
troit common council has agreed to 
sponsor a request for federal aid. Now 
CAA must negotiate with the State 
Department for a treaty with Canada, 
as the proposed port will be located 
near Wuinpsor, ONTARIO. 


Correction—Several lines of type 
went astray from p. 10 of the May 19 
issue, Causing two entirely unrelated 
items to merge into a single mis-state- 
ment.

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Col. F. R. Lyons dies; 
Remagen Bridge engineer 


Col. F. Russell Lyons, who com- 
manded a regiment on Alcan High- 
way construction and later was the 
senior engincer officer on the Remagen 
Bndge operation in Germany, diced 
May 1+ in Kent Hills, Me. 
58 years old. 

An engineer officer for 32 years, 
“Rusty” Lyons had been retired for 
service disabilities on Oct. 31, 1947 
He had entered the service in the first 
World War after three years with the 
Bureau of Public Roads following 
graduation from Rensselaer Polytech 
nic Institute in 1914. Between wars, 
he served various tours of duty at Ft. 
Belvoir, in the War Department at 
Washington, and in the various serv- 
ice schools. ‘The beginning of World 
War II found him in command of 
the 306th Engineers on the Alcan 
Highway in Alaska. He later com- 
manded a sector of the highway and 
from there went to the European 
Vheater. 

When the Remagen Bridge was cap- 
tured, Col. Lyons was engineer of 
the III] Corps of the Ist Army. He 
immediately moved his headquarters 
to the site and undertook its repair. 
An ENGINEERING News-Recorp ac- 
count (March 29, 1945) reported the 
situation as follows: 

“Moreover, by the evening of the 
second day the Remagen bridgehead 
was a substantial and firmly established 
one, thanks to on-the-cuff planning 
and high pressure field work by the 
Corps Engincer and the troops under 
his control. By that time he had fer- 
ries operating, his first pontoon bridge 
was finished, he was well along on a 
second and in addition he was getting 
underway major repairs to the steel- 
work of the railroad bridge which had 
been badly damaged by a demolition 
charge.” 

By one of the most unusual coin- 
cidences of the war, Col. Lyons was 
the only engineer officer in the Army 
who had any previous first-hand knowl 
edge of the Remagen Bridge. He had 
been present at the dedication cere 
monies for the bridge in 1918 and 
subsequently, as local commander of 
the Army of Occupation, had the 
structure in his charge. He had at that 
time obtained and sent to Washington 
complete plans of the bridge. 

It was one of the great regrets of 
Col. Lvons’ full and exceedingly useful 
life that the engineer troops that he 
concentrated on the Remagen Bridge 
repair had not been able to save it 
from collapse, even though he knew 
at the beginning that success was a 
100 to 1 shot.

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Defense housing to cost $623 million 


For the first time in history, Con- 
gress has received a single, unified re- 
quest for appropriations to meet the 
fiscal 1950 housing and public works 
requirements of all the armed services. 
Vhe bill of particulars issued recently 
listed projects totaling $623 million. 

Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson 
termed the comprehensive program a 
landmark in the process of unification. 
In addition to $25,000,000 for emer 
gency projects and a little more than 
514,500,000 for a special weapons 
project, the proposed legislation sub 
mitted to Congress would allocate 
nearly $585 million in this way: 

Inside the continental U.$.—Army, 
$69,889,700; Navy, $98,493,300; Air 
Force, $175,540,501. 

Outside the continental U. S.— 
Army, $81,177,700; Navy, $89,215.- 
501: Air Force, $69,275,980. 

lotals under these categorics come 
to: Army, $151,067,400; Navy, $187,- 
712,801; Air Force, $244,816.48] 

Some searching questions certainly 
will be directed at the cost limitations 
that the national military establish- 
ment has set up for housing: $16,500 
on family dwelling units within. the 
United States and $33,000 on those 
built overseas. High-cost family hous- 
ing for the armed services has received 
criticism from both Congress and the 
Hoover Commission. ‘The latter re 
ported that houses for generals in 
Alaska had cost $75,000. Pentagon of- 
ficials last week said that houses tor 
high-ranking officers could be built in 
Alaska under the proposed $33,000 
limit. 

Actually the Defense Secretary’s list 
gathers up all military construction re- 
quirements accumulated since the 
1948 appropriations were approved. 
The SO0th Congress delayed those ap- 
propriations and then rushed them 
through near the end of the 1948 
fiscal year. There were no separate 
militarv construction appropriations 
for fiscal °49. 

Little of a controversial nature is in- 
cluded in the present bills. They 
srobably can be molded to committee 
measurements pretty quickly, in the 
opinion of Washington observers. 


Military mapping 
to be coordinated 


Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson 
last week approved a plan for coor 
dinating the mapping and_ charting 
ictivities and related photographic 
work in the national military estab 
lishment. 

Under the plan, a photographic and 


survey section of the Joint Intelligence 
Group, Joint Staff, will coordinate 
photography, gcodesy, hydrography, 
photogrammetry, cartography, topog- 
raphy, mapping, charting, surveying, 
terrain models, photo interpretation, 
compilation, reproduction, and allied 
related intelligence functions, 

Heretofore, the Departments of the 
Army, the Navy, and the Air Force 
have conducted independent photo- 
graphic and mapping activities. ‘The 
Joint Intelligence Committee, com- 
posed of the intelligence chiefs of the 
three services and the Joint Staff's 
deputy director for intelligence, has 
utilized information from the three 
departments. 

The new photographic and survey 
section now is authorized to forward 
its decisions to appropriate agencies of 
the national military establishment 
without reference to the Joint Intelli- 
gence Committee, except on matters 
of major policy, and to communicate 
directly with civilian and nonmilitary 
governmental agencies 

The photographic and survey sec 
tion will formulate requirements and 
prepare plans of joint interest cover 
ing the production and distribution of 
various maps and charts required for 
military operations and training and 
will establish project priorities. It will 
maintain plans and_ project priorities 
on a current basis, will revise plans and 
priorities in keeping with new develop 
ments, and will provide guidance on 
operating schedules to be followed.

Steel profits pay for plant expansion 


Driving hard to maintain its posi- 
tion in the highly-competitive steel 
industry, the Jones and Laughlin Steel 
Co., of Pittsburgh, plowed back nearly 
four-fifths of its 1948 income for plant 
improvements and expansion 

Detailing the company’s activities 
at a recent stockholders’ mecting, 
Adm. Ben Moreell (see p. 2 this issue), 
company president, outlined a_ vast 
construction and rehabilitation pro 
gram as the reason for slimming divi 
dends on stock 

He said that out of a net income of 
$31.000.000 in 1948, $24,000,000 
was put back into the company’s plant 
and equipment; only $6,800,000 went 
to stockholders in the form of divi 
dends 

The expenditures on the business 
were a part of a four-vear, $106 million 
program of construction which has 
been approved by company directors 
“While some real improvements 
have been made at our Pittsburgh and 
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Aliquippa plants,” Adm. Moreell said, 
“no major additions have been made 
to steelmaking equipment since the 
installation of the Soho furnaces at 
Pittsburgh 32 vears ago.” 

He summarized the need for new 
work as dictated by 

“Changes in steelmaking practices 
to permit better use of available ores; 
ability to provide more types of steel 
for the better use of the 96-in. strip 
sheet mill at Pittsburgh: reduction of 
costs and improvement of quality mn 
a word, the improvement of the eff 


ciencv of our operations.’ 





The improvement program will in 
clude: increased open hearth facilities 
at the Pittsburgh works: improvements 
to mining methods and equipment at 
company owned coal and iron-ore 
ficlds: new coke ovens at Pittsburgh: 
completion of rehabilitation at the 
Otis works, near Cleveland: and con 
siderable work on facilities and equip-

Northwest AWWA. hears 
of service during ‘quake 


Continuation of water service under 
disaster conditions is dependent on a 
well organized and well equipped 
maintenance staff. This was the theme 
of a review of the recent Northwest 
earthquake and the flood of May 
June, 1948, at the recent American 
Water Works Association meeting in 
Bellingham, Wash. 

W. C. Morse, Seattle water super 
intendent told the Pacific Northwest 
Section that in the first 20 minutes 
after the earthquake his system lost 
6 mg. of water through leakage. At 
the end of that period, pressure rose 
as alert crews closed valves that iso 
lated the offending services without 
taking water from good lines. In 4 
hours, normal service was resumed. 

W. A. Kunigk, water superintend 
ent of Tacoma, Wash., reported an 
unusual phenomenon observed in his 
system at the time of the earthquak« 
\ surge was set up in distribution lines 
so the pressure varied far below and 
ibove normal. Had the earthquake 
been of greater intensity or longer 
duration, this mav have caused severc¢ 
lam ize, he obs rved, 

Most dramatic disaster story was 
told by Llovd C. Ajax, senior sanitat 
ian, Chelan County health depart 
ment. Ajax told of the three week 
truggle to keep the Wenatchee, 
Wash., filter plant in operation during 
the 1948 flood. Maintenance crews

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FPC publishes cost data 
on steam-electric plants 


Construction and operating costs 
for 200 of the nation’s most modern 
steam-electric generating plants were 
published last week in a new volumc 
of the Federal Power Commission. En 
titled “Steam-Electric Plant Construc 
tion Cost and Annual Production Ex 
penses,” the publication gives figures 
collected during the ten-year period, 
1938-47. 

Installed capacity of the 200 plants, 
located in 40 states and the District :of 
Columbia, represents approximately 
65 percent of the nation’s total clec 
tric utility steam gencrating capacity 

In the KPC book, individual data 
sheets give information on cach of the 
200 plants. A special section sum 
marizes operating data of the plants 
for 1947. In addition, the publica 
tion’s index of plants includes ref 
erences to enginecring articles—-pub 
lished in various technical journals 
on many of the plants listed. 

For a year-by-year account of oper- 
iting results, the book furnishes data 
on installed generating capacity, net 
generation, peak demand, cost of 
plant, production expenses, and types 
quantity and cost of fucls used 

Data in the volume were compiled 
from annual reports and power system 
statements filed with the FPC bv elec 
tric utilities. Copies may be obtained 
from the Federal Power Commission 
Washington 25, D. C., for $3.00.

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Army gives its blessing 
to New York Narrows span 


[he suspension bridge proposed to 
span the Narrows in New York Har 
bor was given Army approval last 
week. Word was released by Acting 
Secretary of the Army Gordon Gray 
that he and Maj. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, 
Chief of Engineers, had approved ‘Tri- 
borough Bridge and ‘Tunnel Author- 
ity plans for the $78,000,000  struc- 
ture (ENR July 29, 1948, p. 8). 

‘The bridge would have the world’s 
longest suspended span, 4,620 ft. 
Connecting Brooklyn and Staten Is- 
land, it would be a major link in New 
York’s system of belt highways and 
form a direct route from New Eng- 
land and Long Island westward, by- 
passing the city’s congested streets 
especially those of Manhattan. 

Officials of the TBTA claim that 
only the lack of financial arrangements 
now stands in the way of an early start 
on the project. It is expected that an 
attempt to raise funds by a bond issue 
will await completion of the author 
itv’s Brooklvn-Batterv ‘Tunnel, a vear 
from now. After that, it would take at 
least three vears to build the bridge.

Newark Airport to have 
$20 million runways added 


\ fourrunway plan for Newark 
N. J.) Airport, with a peak-hour 
capacity of 120 planes—equal to that 
of New York International Airport at 
Idlewild—was released last week by 
Joseph M. Byrne, Jr., vice-chairman of 
Phe Port of New York Authority. 
Open parallel runways, to cost $20, 
000,000, will be aligned in two direc 
tions at about 90 degrees to cach 
other, and will give coverage under 
anv wind conditions. 

At the same time, Mr. Byrne dis 
closed that plans are proceeding for 
the acquisition of $00 acres of land in 
Elizabeth, N. J., for the enlargement 
of the airport, and studies for expan 
sion of the present terminal building 
ire nearing completion. 

Phe authority has filed a plan with 
the Civil Acronautics Administration 
preliminary to the placing of fill for 
the first new runway in the neat 
future. A Federal grant of $1,075,000 
will be applied to the cost. Mr. Byrne 
also said “Following tests which were 
made of the Newark Airport sub 
surface, we have determined that run 
wavs can be built there to handle 
transport planes of 150,000-Ib. gross 
weight. The runways will range in 
length from 6,000 to 9,000 ft. The 
pattern provides a terminal area which 
can be approached by surface roadway.

A 17-srory apartment building, in the 
form of a fantastically oversize filing 
cabinet on stilts, is rapidly nearing 
completion at Marseilles, France. ‘The 
apartments take the place of the 
cabinet’s drawers. 

Product of the sometimes eccentric 
pen of famed French architect Le 
Corbusier, who calls it his “Vertical 
City,” the structure incorporates in its 
I~ stories provisions for a complete 
community of 1,800, including shel 
ter, food, clothing, recreation, educa 
tion and hospitalization. 

Ihe building, savs Le Corbusier, 
results from a 25-yr. search for a struc 
ture that would combine his ideas of 
living with an answer to the social 
challenge created by the mushrooming 
itics of the industrial age. 

Once-quarter mystic, one quarter phi 
losopher and the remainder architect, 


Le Corbusier his 


idopted name 
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means “The Crow’’) has long believed 
that over-centralization of modern 
cities is directly responsible for much 
of the “rootlessness, restlessness, bore- 
dom and frustration of modern society, 
ind indirectly responsible for many 
current wars and revolutions.” 

“The 20th century city dweller,” 
he points out, “is exiled from three of 
the deepest sources of man’s strength

“It preserves the spatial freedom 
of the country,” Le Corbusier says.

Community facilities incorporated 


Lhe building is 450 ft. long, 71 ft 
wide and 1$4 ft. high. Oriented to 
face north and south, so that all apart 
ments have sunlight at some time dur 
ing the dav, it “floats” 26 ft. above 
ground level on 36 tapered, hollow 
concrete piers. The first floor—a rein 
forced concrete mat, 94 ft. thick 
tops these piers and supports the 16 
storv. skeleton of hollow merete 
columns and girders, which form a 
rigid framework and through which 
heating, plumbing and other services 
ire brought.

in a filing cabinet. Thoroughly sound- 
proofed, they are assembled from com- 
binations of basic units, which are 
mass produced in a factory. 

While most of the apartments will 
be occupied by tenants, the seventh 
and eighth floors will be devoted to a 
shopping center, which is expected to 
carry a complete variety of items. On 
the eighth floor also, a block of single 
and double rooms will be assigned as 
a hotel for guests of the tenants. 

On the roof will be a garden, swim- 
ming pool, solarium, gymnasium, kin- 
dergarden and a variety of hobby 
shops. A small medical clinic will be 
located on the top floor, two large 
clubrooms on every three floors and 
laundries at frequent levels. Garages 
and heating and ventilating equipment 
will be placed in the basement 


Building rests on rigid-frame base 


Over the basement is a reinforced 
concrete slab, supported on longitu- 
dinal and transverse girders protected 
from infiltration of water by a water- 
proof membrane. 

Foundations consist simply of con- 
crete spread footings extending to a 
depth of 30 ft. They support two rows 
of hollow, concrete piers, spaced 27 
ft. 6 in. apart longitudinally, each pier 
carrying a load of 1,500 metric tons. 

Reinforced concrete girders, cast in 
pairs monolithic with the piers at the 
first-floor level, form transverse rigid 
frames. Each frame has a span out to 
out of 41 ft. 4 in. with an overhang 
of 13 ft. 9 in. on either side. The two 
parts of the double girders are 2 ft. 
6 in. apart to permit the passage of the 
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plumbing, wiring and other utilities 
from the piers to the upper stories 

Each row of piers is linked in the 
north-south direction at the first-floor 
level by a continuous reinforced con- 
crete girder, which in turn supports 
a floorbeam at the midpoint of each 
span. 

On these longitudinal and _trans- 
verse girders rests the 94-ft. thick first 
floor, which carries the upper portion 
of the structure. The slab is solid ex- 
cept for three transverse expansion 
joints and for traps and holes for 
elevator shafts, plumbing and wiring. 

Resting on this heavy platform is 
a framework consisting of transverse, 
reinforced concrete rigid frames, 
spaced 13 ft. 9 in. apart, which are 
linked in the north-south direction 
by continuous girders. Frames are of 
two types: Those in the same plane 
as the piers (called the main frames) 
designed to resist both horizontal 
thrust and vertical load; frames inter- 
mediate between piers designed to re- 
sist only vertical load. 


Pipes carried in structural members 


The main frames consist of a column 
at each face of the building and two in- 
terior hollow columns, which do triple 
duty as structural members, plenums 
for heating and ventilation, and _ pas- 
sageways for plumbing and wiring. 
The intermediate frames consist of six 
solid columns spaced about 14 ft. 
apart. Exterior columns are fitted with 
brackets upon which prefabricated 
balconies are placed. 

At every three stories—where main 
passageways are located—the frames 
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Unique structure as... 


are topped by a concrete slab. These 
platforms and the main frames dice 
the building into fireproof cells, each 
of which holds two of the prefabri- 
cated apartments. 

Like the first-floor mat, the upper 
stories are divided in four equal seg- 
ments by expansion joints, each com- 
ponent being independently capable 
of resisting horizontal thrust. This de- 
sign speeded up construction by mak- 
ing it possible to build each section 
separately and to start installing pre- 
fabricated units in one before the next 
was finished. 


Facings and interior finishes 


The exterior of the building is faced 
with precast concrete slabs coated with 
a white gravel quarried near Marseilles. 
The balconies, which cover most of 
the outside of the edifice, are also 
made of precast concrete elements, 
as are stairwells, corridors and mov- 
able horizontal blinds that protect the 
balconies from the summer sun. 

Corridor floors are of reinforced con- 
crete cast integral with the framework. 
The slabs are covered with sand and 
finished with two strips of granite 
terrazzo between which is a 63-ft. wide 
rubber mat cemented to a concrete 
coping. Corridor ceilings are faced 
with slabs of perforated fiberboard to 
reduce noise. 

The building roof—slightly humped 
at the center to assure good drainage 
—is waterproofed with several layers 
of tarred felt over sponge-glass in- 
sulating blocks. Over this is a bed of 
sand on which rests a concrete slab 
faced with granite terrazzo. 


Factory-built apartments 


Probably the most interesting part 
of the construction is the makeup of 
the apartments in the building. Pre- 
fabricated, the units are structurally 
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independent. ‘They have no common 
walls and are isolated from each other 
by air pockets. They rest on the frame- 
work at only a few points, where they 
are fitted with lead boxes to block 
sound transmission from the girders. 
Baffle plates and flexible joints cut 
down noise transmission by plumbing. 

The three basic units of which the 
apartments are composed have the fol 
lowing dimensions: Unit I is symetri 
cally T-shaped, each element of the 
T measuring 27.1 x 11.5 x 7.42 ft. 
Unit II measures 32.8 x 11.5 x 7.42 
ft., and Unit III is the same size as 
Unit II except that it is half as wide 
The majority will have a_ two-story 
(15-ft. 9-in. high) living room—twice 
as high as the other rooms

much like children’s building blocks 
to form apartments ranging in size 


from one to eight rooms

Walls that will be in the interior 
of the building are made of foamed- 
concrete slabs faced with wood panel 
ing and plaster.

9 in. wide and extend the full height 
of the room, vertical joints beimg 
packed with plaster under pressure. 
Wall surfaces of the bathrooms and 
kitchens are finished with a_ plastic 
to permit thorough washing.

Heating and ventilation 


All parts of the structure are to be 
heated and ventilated by air pumped 
through the hollow members of the 
main frames. Air is sucked in at the 
bottom of the building, filtered, routed 
down through the piers to the base 
ment for another filtering and humidi- 
fying, and then passed through a sys 
tem of water coils. It is then pumped 
through the building via the hollow 
framework 

Heated in winter and cooled in 
summer, the air will enter each apart 
ment at the bottom of the glass ex 
terior wall and be exhausted through 
ventilators located in everv room. Ratc 
of circulation normally will be about 
13 ft. per second, sufficient to com 
pletely renew the air once every 45 
minutes 

Financed by the French ministry of

The Optical Transit Has Arrived

The advent of an optical transit of the 
repetition type is important news to 
the ordinary surveyor. Today this in- 
strument—a perfected optical-reading 
double-motion transit—is being im 
ported from Switzerland, and within 
a vear at least one American maker 
will have one on the market 

This means that the advantages of 
the optical theodolites are finally 
available to those of us who do ordi 
nary surveying. These precise optical 
theodolites have been used through- 
out Europe for twenty-five vears, and 
their use for precise surveving on this 
continent is growing (EF NR June 10, 
1948, p. 94: Oct. 28, 1948, p. 112 
but all of these instruments ; 
tional theodolites, so they

help to the average surveyor in the 
United States, who is used to the 
repetition or double-motion transit 


New techniques not necessary 


The first optical transit is receiving 
immediate acceptance: it is a practical 
instrument, not a Rube Goldberg gad 
get. It turns angles in exactly the same 
manner as do conventional transits 
It requires no change in either the 
field work or office computations. And 
rather than requiring more skill to 
operate, it greatly simplifies the pro 
cedure of measuring an angle 

Its speed and simplicity of operation 
are of real value to ordinary surveying 
The transit is light and com 
pact—about half the size of an ordi 
nary transit and somewhat lighter

prismatic evepiece in the base of the 
transit, aligning a tiny circle over the 
point on the ground. The optical 
plummet is not only more precise, but 
it also climinates the time required to 
adjust the length of a plumb bob string 
and to center a plumb bob—an 
especialiy slow job on windy days. 
The surveyor reads all his angles by 
simply moving his eye an inch to the 
night after pointing the telescope. 
This means speed. Both the hori- 
zontal and vertical readings are given 
in the second eyepiece almost as 
simply as the mileage is given on an 
auto speedometer. Each degree and 
minute is numbered to prevent mis- 
takes in reading. Everything, includ- 
ing the leveling bubbles, is "designed 
sO “th: it the surveyor can complete the 
measurement of his angles without 
moving from behind the telescope. 
The telescope itself is compact for 
easy manipulation—5? inches long 
with 28 power. To be so compact 
with such magnification, it contains a 
large objective lens and, therefore, by 
i simple law of physics automatically 
doubles its light-gathering properties 
for dull days and “indoor surveying 


Greater precision not needed 


Some engineers have expressed dis 
appointment that this optical transit 
does not read angles closer than does 
an ordinary 20-second transit. Field 
tests prove that finer divisions are of 
doubtful advantage in ordinary. sur- 
veying, where the observing precau- 
tions of geodetic work are impractical 
and usually impossible. This transit 
reads angles directly to one minute, 
with interpolation to either ten or six 
seconds if desired 

However, an improvement in ac-

curacy exists because the reading is 
undoubted and unaffected. As in all 
optical instruments, there is no read 
ing error from parallax, no distortion 
of the circles from the heat of the sun, 
and, most important, no chance of 
misreading a vernier. There is seldom 
any need of turning an angle more 
than once in construction or cadastral 
surveying with an optical transit. 

here is no vernier. The angles are 
given—as in optical theodolites—by 
trains of prisms that carry the readings 
to the small eyepiece alongside the 
telescope. A small mirror on the left 
side reflects daylight into a series of 
prisms that carry the light rays to the 
vertical circle, which is a 2.8-inch dia. 
disk of optical glass with numbered 
graduations etched in degrees. The 
light is passed through the edge of 
the vertical circle to pick up its read 
ing in degrees and is then carried on 
by more prisms and lenses to the hori 
zontal circle. The light passes through 
the edge of the horizontal circle (a 
similar disk 3.1 in. dia.) and then both 
readings are carried through a prism 
micromete! Ihe micrometer is a 
simple plane-parallel square of optical 
glass that. when tilted, bends the ravs 
of light to give either the horizontal 
or vertical reading to minutes of a 
degree. Additional prisms and lenses 
carry the horizontal and vertical read 
ings, plus the reading from the mi- 
crometer scale, on to the eyepiece 
alongside the telescope. 

The survevor simply turns his angle 
by sighting with the telescope; then 
say to read the horizontal circle—turns 
the micrometer knob to center the 
horizontal degree that he sees in the 
reading evepiece. The micrometer 
scale then shows the minutes and frac- 
tions of minutes of the horizontal 
angle. 


Telescope pointing unaffected 


By simply moving the micrometer 
knob further, to center the vertical 
angle seen in the evepiece, the min- 
utes of the vertical reading are given. 
The micrometer does not change the 
pointing of the telescope; it merely 
bends the reflected readings from the 
circles. Only one side of the circle 
needs to be read. This preciseness is 
obtained from the fact that all critical 
parts are optical in nature and can 
therefore be manufactured to optical 
tolerances rather than mechanical. 

The drawback to all optical instru- 
ments in the past has been the diff 
culty of making repairs here in the 
United States. Major repairs still are 
not available in local instrument shops, 
but this drawback has been greatly 
reduced in that the manufacturer, be- 
cause he is making a construction in-

strument for American use, has estab- 
lished a parts department and repair 
shop in the United States. 

Maintenance by the surveyor (clean- 
ing and adjusting) and actual wear on 
the instrument can safely be assumed 
to be less than half of that with ordi- 
nary transits. The enclosed design, 
truly dust- and moistureproof, is the 
reason. Probably the best example of 
the optical instrument’s ability to take 
rough treatment was given to us who 
used the similarly-constructed theodo- 
lites during the war. While with the 
Army topographic battalions we found 
that the optical instruments stood up 
yermanently, in Alaska as well as the 
jungles of New Guinea, under condi- 
tions that almost immediately ruined 
all other surveving instruments. 


Cost is reasonable 


First cost of the new instrument is 
satisfactorily low in comparison with 
other transits—approximately 20 per 
cent higher than that of an ordinary 
transit. This difference can be ex- 
pected to be cancelled out the first 
month by more efficient work on a job. 

The optical transit is definitely an 
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all-weather instrument. Its enclosed 
circles and unique ball-bearing move- 
ments allow it to operate smoothly in 
both freezing and wet weather. Though 
not too important to the average sur- 
veyor, night observations with it are 
childishly easy. On any occasion that 
night work is planned, a small square 
flashlight is simply plugged into the 
daylight mirror opening. This replaces 
the daylight, illuminating all impor- 
tant parts of the transit, including the 
crosshairs of the telescope. The cross- 
hairs themselves add to efficient sur- 
veying as they consist of fine lines 
etched on an optically-flat disk instead 
of the easily-broken spider web or 
platinum wire. The etched lines are 
thrown into relief, illuminated, by re- 
flected light which the surveyor can 
adjust, to fit his eyes for better point- 
ings. And the etched stadia lines are 
short lines, to prevent misreading them 
for the horizontal center line. 





Mexicans plan rainmaking; 
Krick markets weather aid 


Four agricultural experts from the 
state of Coahuila, Mex., spent four 
days studying techniques of the 
Precipitation ‘Control Company at 
Phoenix, Ariz., and plan to start 
artificial rainmaking in their own state 
(in central Mexico, 500 miles south 
of El Paso.) The group studied the 
silver iodide spraying method em- 
ployed by the company. 

Richard D. Searles, president of the 
Salt River Valley Water Users As- 
sociation, talked with the Mexicans 
and outlined how artificial rainmaking 
had produced increased runoff for the 
Arizona system (ENR Jan. 20, p. 57). 

Meanwhile, Irving P. Krick—the 
man who made the rain in Anzona— 
has placed on the market a $15.00 
weather forecaster. 

The instrument operates on the 
principle that wind and cloud forma- 
tions reveal coming short range (24- 
hour) weather changes. Wind direc- 
tions and sky conditions are recorded 
in the unit which in turn produces 
the 24-hour prediction. If the direc- 
tion of the wind changes or the type 
of cloud formation shifts, new read- 
ings are made. There are 122 separate 
forecasts. Although accurate for any 
place in the U. S., separate units have 
been designed for each of seven clim- 
atic zones for maximum efficiency. 

Krick was wartime Chief of the 
Weather Information Section, U. S. 
Strategic Air Forces, where he advised 
General Eisenhower of weather condi- 
tions prior to the Normandy land- 
ings. The Krick Weather Guide is 
distributed from 1276 FE.

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Grandstand Decking Is Made of Precast Concrete Slabs

Precast channel-shaped slabs of light- 
weight (pumice aggregate) concrete 
were used for 45,000 sq. ft. of grand- 
stand decking in the expansion of 
facilities at Hollywood Park racetrack 
in Los Angeles. 

Primary advantage of such a floor 
system is that no on-the-job formwork 
or concrete pouring is required. Be- 
sides this, erection is swift and the 
resulting dead load is reduced—all of 
which saves money on the completed 
job. Thus it is well suited to grand- 
stand type work where steel does not 
have to be encased and where ceiling 
heights make scaffolding difficult. 

The slabs are 10 ft. 7 in. long, 18 
in. wide and 6 in. deep. Wire mesh 
in the web and 4-in. bars in each flange 
reinforce the slabs. The slabs are 
placed side by side, and to bridge an 
opening of about 3 in. at the top be- 
tween slabs, a g-in. reinforcing bar is 
placed before the opening filled with 
grout. This, together with some over- 
lap of the wire mesh reinforcing, 
effectively bonds the slabs. 

The pumice aggregate permits the 
slabs to be sawed to fit the slabs 
around columns and other openings 
in the floor system. A hand-operated 
electric saw with a 4 x 7-in. abrasive 
blade was used for this purpose. After 
the floor slab was completed, a 2-in. 
asphaltic underlayment was placed on 
top of it and an asphalt-tile floor 
finished the job. 

These precast slabs were designed, 
manufactured and installed by Wailes- 
Bageman, Inc., Los Angeles. General 
contractor was Robert E. McKee, 
Glendale, Calif. Architect was Arthur 
Froelich and structural engineers were 
Henry M. Layne and Paul Jeffers, all 
of Los Angeles.

PAN-AMERICAN HIGHWAY PROGRESS-—It is expected that by next year an 
unbroken route will stretch 2,560 mi. from Texas to the border of Costa Rica. Mexico 
goes to work on its incomplete sections this summer. 


Mexico—Pushing ahead into what 
engineers say will be its greatest high- 
way building year, this country expects 
to complete a 1,660 mile section of 
the Pan-American highway this sum- 
mcr. 

The road is now within 35 miles of 
the Guatemalan border, although sur- 
facing has yet to be completed on an- 
other 30 miles. 

Unfortunately, because of a revision 
of the Pan American highway route to 
shorten its overall length, the Mexican 
terminus will not connect with an al- 
ready existing all-weather highway 
which Guatemala has built to its bor- 
der on the Pacific Coast at Tapachula, 
Mexico. Because of the new routing, 
some 50 miles of new highway must 
be built by the Guatemalans to link 
up with the route in Mexico. Although 
this work will cover some of the most 
difficult terrain in Central America, a 
connecting route 1s expected to be cut 
through within a year. 

W ith this connection made, the 900 
miles of all-weather road through 
Guatemala, F1] Salvador, Honduras and 
Nicaragua will be connected with 
Mexico’s system, to make available 
next year a stretch of 2,560 miles from 
l'exas to Costa Rica’s border. 

Meanwhile, Mexico has nearly fin- 
ished work on another first-class high- 
way extending from Mexico City 
through the northwest to Ciudad 
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Juarez, on the border opposite E] Paso, 
Vexas. Other important road_ jobs 
under construction in Mexico include 
such main arteries as the Valle to 
Tampico highway north of Mexico 
City, on which paving was completed 
a month ago. 

Work is also progressing on what 
will be the biggest road job in the 
country—the Pacific Coast Mexican 
highway, a 2,486 kilometer road from 
Nogales down the coast to Guadalajara 
and then inland to Mexico City. This 
latter road will provide the long 
awaited route from California to 
Mexico City and is expected to give 
new impetus to Mexico’s No. 1 dollar 
producing industry—the tourist busi- 
ness. 

Funds allocated by the Mexican gov 
ernment in 1948 for road construction 
and maintenance totaled more than 


$53.700.000. 


Transport 

India—F'aced with manifold financial 
problems, the Indian government has 
cut back heavily its original plan to 
spend $40,000,000 on a national high 
wav system in the five vears 1947-5 
In the fiscal year just commenced 
$6,500,000 will be spent on new proj 
ects and $6,250,000 on maintenance 
ind repairs. 

In 1947-48 $900,000 was spent on 
new projects and $5,370,000 on main 
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tenance, while last year totals were 
approximately $5,400,000 for new 
projects and $6,400,000 for mainte- 
nance. Thus the total expenditure at 
the close of fiscal 1949-50, three-fifths 
of the way through the program, will 
have been only $30,820,000 or barely 
more than a third of that originally 
planned. 

The Indian Roads and ‘T’ransport 
Development Association, one of the 
oldest established road federations in 
the world, has now applied for mem 
bership in the International Road 
Kederation’s European and Eastern 
Region. 

Coinciaing with the receipt of the 
application was the visit to London on 
their way to New York of the third 
deputation of Indian road engineers 
to the U. S. on May 5. The deputa- 
tion was received at the IRF London 
headquarters by Lord Sandhurst, chair- 
man of the British Road Federation 


Financing 

Liberia—Ihe Export-Import Bank 
has authorized a credit of $4,000,000 
to the Liberia Mining Co., Ltd. The 
credit will assist the development of 
high grade iron ore deposits at Bomi 
Wills, the building’ of a 45-mile rail 
toad from the port of Monrovia to 
Bomi Hills, and the construction of 
ore handling and storage facilities at 
the port. 

Half of the estimated $58,000,000 
capital cost of the project will come 
from the bank’s loan. About $1,000,- 
000 already has been spent by the 
mining company on development 
work. The credit will be open for the 
use of the Liberian firm until June 30, 
1951. 

Deposits at Bomi Hills are estimated 
to contain more than 20,000,000 tons 
of high grade ore yielding better than 
65 percent iron. Large additional 
quantities of lower grade ore are known 
to exist in the area. Construction of 
the railroad and installation of mining 
equipment should permit ore deliveries 
to begin in 1951. Production is ex- 
pected to amount to at least 1,000,000 
tons of high grade ore per year—at a 
cost competitive with other sources 
of iron ore both in the United States 
and elsewhere. 

Before making the commitment, the 
bank sent to Liberia two members of 
its staff—John D. Fitch, chief of the 
engineering division, and Richard N. 
Johnson, assistant treasurer—to study 
both the possibilities of the iron mine 
and the general conditions and de 
velopment prospects of the African r 
public. These men were assisted in 
their Liberian investigations by Dr 
(Thomas Thayer, of the U. S. Geo 
logical Survey, and Oscar W. Meier, 
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chief of the U. S. 
in Liberia. 

This latest credit increases the total 
of loans and commitments by the 
Export-Import Bank to $2.57 billion 
It meets the bank’s requirements of 
contributing substantially to the dollar 
earning capacity of foreign countries 
in this instance Liberia—while at the 
same time giving adequate assurance 
of repayment from profitable opera 
tions. Directors of the bank hope that 
the loan will encourage other private 
capital investments in Liberia to in

New Zealand—International tenders 
will be called for the driving of a 
5-mile railway tunnel through the Ri 
mutaka Mountain range. 

These details of the project were 
made available to McGraw-Hill World 
News by Mr. E. R. McKillop, Com 
missioner of Works: 

The existing railway route from 
Wellington to the Wairarapa and East 
Coast districts crosses the Rimutaka 
range at an elevation of 1,242 ft. 
Limiting grades on the west side of 
the range are 1 in 35 and on the east 
side | in 13. 

The tunnel will make possible a rul- 
ing gradient of 1 in 70 and will reduce 
the distance by 9.4 miles. The greater 
elevation reached by the tunnel will be 
584 ft. 

A conventional horse-shoe type tun 
nel, it is to take an electrified, single- 
track, 3 ft. 6 in. railway. The distance 
between portals will be nearly 54 miles 

It is expected that the tunnel exca 
vation will be almost entirely in rock 
(graywacke) with the exception of a 
short distance of clay-bound gravel at 
the west end. It is probable that some 
faults will be encountered and that 
these will require heavy timbering, but 
no other engineering difficulties are 
anticipated. It is expected that lining 
will be required practically throughout 
the length of the tunnel.

Financing Traffic 


improvements 

Seeking new means of financing 
much-needed _ traffic-flow _improve- 
ments, governmental units come up 
with interesting solutions last week. 

The Ohio legislature, for example, 
approved a bill which would permit 
cities to use general fund moneys or to 
issue mortgage revenue and other 
types of bonds to acquire land or facil- 
ities for off-street parking. 

The bill also grants cities eminent 
domain rights in buying land for such 
purposes. 

In Ontario, the Toronto and York 
Planning Board has authorized the im- 
position of a $10-a-year municipal tax 
on automobiles to finance a coordi 
nated arterial traffic system for metro- 
politan Toronto. It is figured that the 
tax will produce a revenue of $2,500,- 
OUU a year. 

In Baltimore, Md., an off-street 
parking loan has been arranged, and 
one project that has been suggested is 
the construction of decks over an exist- 
ing downtown parking lot. Under the 
off-street parking legislation, an agree 
ment to use the loan funds to aid 
private capital in providing additional 
parking facilities must have the ap- 
proval of the Board of Estimates, and 
under the policy set up by the com 
mission, the operator must provide at 
least 20 percent of the cost of an im- 
provement out of his own funds to be 
eligible for aid out of the loan fund. 


DOWNTOWN EXCAVATION DONE 
Angeles’ civic center—site of 100-year-old Ft. Moore and suspected burial place of 
Spanish gold—is being moved to make way for Hollywood Parkway. Contractor Guy F 
Atkinson Co. has had to do hauling at night (4,000 to 4,500 yds. per night) because 
of heavy daytime street trafic. Here a Caterpillar D8 prepares for the night’s work. 


Contracts will require the borrower 
to amortize the loan and pay interest 
at the rate of 24 percent on the bonds 
that are sold to provide the construc- 
tion funds. 

Parking meters continue to prove a 
dependable source of income for mu- 
nicipalities. The city planning com- 
mission of itienanelts Ind., has 
approved the installation of not more 
than 525 parking meters in the down- 
town area on a trial basis. 


Sewerage and Water Supply 
Pressure for municipal action on 
stream pollution contro] continued to 
spur local drives for disposal plants 
and other measures. For example: 

The New Jersey Superior Court has 
instructed Camden to speed up its 
program to end its pollution of the 
Delaware River. Judge Norman Rogers 
ordered the city to send plans for 
a new treatment plant to the State 
Department of Health within eight 
months; to complete remodeling of 
the Baldwin Run plant by December, 
1951; and to place the entire new 
sewer system and both plants in oper- 
ation by December, 1955. City off- 
cials, in asking for another extension, 
said that projects originally expected 
to cost $6,000,000 would now cost 
$15,000,000. 

The citv council of Alexandria, Va., 
has asked for a city charter amendment 
that would clear the way for the con 
struction of a sewage treatment plant. 





AT NIGHT-—This historic hill near Los 
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Ihe city of Raleigh, N. C., by a 
Superior Court order signed May 16, 
was ordered to stop dumping raw 
sewage into the Neuse River as soon as 
a purification plant can be constructed, 
at least by January 1, 1955. 

Although the new $700,000 sewage 
treatment plant in Fremont, Ohio, 
will not be operating until Aug. 1, 
bills for sewer rentals were added to 
regular water bills in May. Mayor 
Harold Whitcomb said the collection 
was statred early so that a fund could 
be built up to pay maintenance cost 
when the plant opens. A minimum 
charge of $3 a year to domestic water 
consumers is being made. 

he cost of the new water plant and 
distribution system of Decatur, Ill., is 
estimated at $1,800,000, according to 
Water Commissioner William Bush 
rod, or $300,000 more than originally 
estimated. This is due, partly, to sev- 
eral large residential districts recently 
added. 


Begin Indianapolis work 


After more than a year of delay 
caused by a state law error and short 
age of municipal engineering help, the 
$4,000,000 sewer construction pro- 
gram at Indianapolis, Ind., has begun, 
with private engineering firms prepar- 
ing plans for half the project. City 
Engineer M. G. Johnson said sewer 
contracts to be completed this year 
will affect about 25 percent of the 
city’s residents. 

Warren, Ohio, city council has ap- 
proved plans for a $5,000,000 water 
treatment plant with mains leading 
from Mosquito Reservoir. Accepted 
is the report of Havens & Emerson, 
Cleveland, consulting engineers, which 
outlines the construction of a new 
filtration plant, pumping stations, and 
mains to connect the reservoir with 
the city’s mains. 

City Manager J. L. Franzen, Salem, 
Ore., has been in conference with 
Army Engineers of the Portland dis- 
trict on a proposal for use of storage 
at Big Cliff Dam, a regulating dam 3 
mi. below the Detroit Dam, which the 
Corps of Engineers is building on the 
North Santiam River as a part of 
the Willamette Basin flood control. 


City’s Largest Contract—The Rust 
Engineering Co., of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
was recently awarded a $1,041,000 
contract for enlargement of the north 
side sewage treatment plant at Hovs- 
10N, Texas. This award is said to be 
the largest single contract ever let by 
the city of Houston. The expansion 
will increase capacity from 18 to 30 
mgd.; the contract also includes build- 
ing a fertilizer plant to handle sludge 
from the city’s treatment works.

Smoke Control 


Three cities this week report new 
moves in smoke nuisance control 

The city council of Fort Wayne, 
Ind., unanimously passed a smoke 
abatement bill, defining a smoke 
nuisance, centralizing smoke control 
authority, and establishing penalties 
up to $300, with each day of violation 
constituting a separate offense. ‘The 
bill authorizes establishing a five-mem 
ber Smoke Abatement Commission 
which will employ a smoke inspectot 
\ny person permitting smoke with a 
density greater than No. 2 of the 
Ringlemann Scale is considered a vi 
olator, excepting in the case of private 
residences, where smoke is emitted for 
a period of not more than six min 
utes in anv one hour when a new fire 
is being built, fire pots cleaned, o1 
where the condition is caused by a 
breakdown of equipment : 

Elwin G. Spever, commissioner of 
public works of Buffalo, N. Y., has 
been named by the mavor to serve on 
itv’s smoke abatement committee. 

The city council of Indianapolis 
Ind., passed a smoke control Jaw 
vhich resulted in Robert L. Wold 
city combustion engineer, resigning 
‘in disgust”. Critics sav the bill does 
not impose limitations on the burning 
f low volatile fucl, and does not at 
fect private homes and apartment 
dwellings under three units. It is also 
said that it docs not control dust emis 
ion standards of metallurgical plants 
ind foundries, and almost doubles the 
umount of allowable dust emission. 

Ihe bill reduces smoke density limi 
tations from No. 3 to No. 2 on the 
Ringlemann chart, eliminates exemp 
tions for railroads on locomotives mov- 
ing upgrade or starting, provides for 
sealing of violating equipment, and 
requires reporting of sales of combus 
tion equipment for entry on city in- 


spection records. 


States Aid Municipalities 


Several state legislatures have passed 
laws designed to aid cities meet their 
many problems, according to the 
\merican Municipal Association 

Indiana, Montana, and Utah will 
share a greater portion of state-col- 


lected taxes with municipalities. Cities 
and towns in Indiana will receive fit 
teen percent of motor taxes unde 
new legislation. Officials estimate re- 
turn to municipalities will be $8 mil 
hon this yvear-double the previous 
amount 

Ihe first tax-sharing measure in 
Montana's history sets aside six pet 
cent of gross revenues collected im 
state liquor stores for allocation to 
cities, towns and counties. Local gov 
ernments are expected to get $1,000, 
000 from this source in 1949 for their 
own purposes. 

Utah boosted local shares of state 
collected auto-license fees with an ad 
ditional $772,383 to be divided among 
cities, towns and counties. <A four 
year term of ofhce for municipal ofh 
cials as well as citv manager form of 
government for smaller cities was also 
authonzed by state legislation, if 
locally desirable. 

In Arkansas, the annual appropria 
tions to the Municipal Aid Fund was 
increased to $3 million, nearly double 
previous allotments 

New York’s legislature passed a bill 
permitting cities to condemn sites for 
the private development of public ga 
rages and parking lots. It also ap 
proved a bill authorizing additional 
state low-rent housing loans of $300 
million to local-housing authorities, a 
measure subject to the approval of 
voters at a special election. 

Nebraska provided that insurance 
companies with capital and surplus of 
more than $5 million can invest up to 
25 percent of the total in construction 
of moderate-rental housing. Projects 
must have at least 50 units 

Tennessee is the only state at the

Roy Kohl, Ohio contractor, brought in a D Road- 
ster on a 45,000-yard contract for an industrial 
plant site at Yellow Springs. Sloping field had to 
be leveled . . . railroad siding graded . . . reservoir 
excavated and diked with a 1600-foot retaining 
wall. Here’s how Kohl’s “D” compared with a 
107 h.p. tractor and 8-yd. Carryall: On short 400’ 
cycles, the 100 h.p. “D” self-loaded 5.5 pay yards 
each load . . . averaged 25 loads for 137.5 pay 
yards an hour.

Small-yardage leveling job 


Sam Glasgow had several small-yardage assign- 
ments on construction of a Philadelphia factory 
site . . . odd dirtmoving jobs too costly to handle 
with other equipment. Glasgow put a 7-yard D 
Roadster to work stripping top soil and building 
access roads into the site. He found it could get 
around the job fast, at 25 m.p.h. . . . self-load 
handily in the sandy clay. On 1700’ one-way hauls, 
the rubber-tired “D” dug, hauled and spread 10 

loads an hour over rough going and through soft 
spots. Output for this one-man dirtmover was 50 
pay yards per hour . . . a very profitable figure 
for these small-yardage assignments which are 
always the highest-cost dirt to move on any job.
